Closing out of outstanding transactions in case 
of nun*renewal of recognition — Tf recognition, or renewal 
thereof, granted by the Central Government under the 
Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 is about to 
expire, and it is not intended by the Central Government 
to renew the same, and the Forward Markets Commission 
so notifies the Exchange then, notwithstanding anything to 
the contrary contain in these bye-laws; 

(a) every hedge contract relating to any delivery or 
deliveries in the commodity in respect of which 
recognition has not been renewed, and entered into 
between a member and a member or between a 
member and a non-member, and remaining to be 
performed, shall be deemed to be closed out at 
such rate or rates appropriate to such delivery or 
deliveries as the Forward Markets Commission 
may fix in this behalf; and 

(b) all differences arising out of any contract so 
deemed to be closed out shall be payable on the 
basis of the rate fixed under clause (a) and the 
seller shall not be bound to give and the buyer 
shall not be bound to take delivery of the goods”.
